29 and 39 are not 
taught by the references of record, whether taken individually or in combination 
Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that new independent Claims 20. 29 and 39 
are atowabte. Furthermore, Applicants respectfully submit that new dependent Claims 
21-28 30-38 and 40-43 added in this reply are allowable for at least the same: reasons 
that the corresponding independent claims are allowable, in addition to recittng 
additional novel and nonobvious features.
